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Of the Comet that was ſeen in December laſt. 


"x HIS Comet (when I firſt ſaw'ir) ſeemed to ſhew ir ſelf m the begin- 
; nihg of. the ſecond Face of Capricorn, near the Sun and the Planer: 
Mercury, and. near the oppoſite place of Saturn, and in that parr of: 
Heaven, called the Houſe of War : but it was reported, Thar its. 
Tayl was ſeen' about a Fortnight before; if ſo, it may very well be ſup-- 
fed that it had its firſt beginning or Birth in the fiery ſign. Sagirarius ,_ 
.. becauſe of its (witt motion. . The Tayl of it, when I firſt faw it, was very: 
long, reaching about ſixty Degrees and pojnting Eaſtwardly. The Star- 
or Comer it ſelf was very ſmall, ſeeming about the bigneſs ot -a fixed Star: | 
obthe fourth Magnitude, or the Planet Mercury. The colour and- com-- 
lexion of it, I could not diſcern then, becauſe of the Miſts or thickneſs of+ 
the Air, but ſince it ſeemed to be rather pale than fiery or otherwiſe, rhar: 
I rather judge it to be Saturnine, or more of the nature of Saturn, than. 
any other Planer, and ſo more fit to cauſe the more evil effects. | 
Ifirfirſt beganin Sagitary (asprobably.it might) a ſign of the-fiery Tri- , 
pliciry, it ſignifies terrible Warrs, fiery and bloody Actions ;,_ and the mo-- 
tion of great Armies will begin thoſe ſad times that are approaching; and: 
Denotes the ſuppreſſion'of Great and Noble Men, Wiſe and Learned:Men, 
and great Students; and this the rather, becauſe it- appeared: ſo. near: rhe+ 
Sun,,and the Planet Mercury. And whereas it: chiefly firſt ſhewedit felt: 
to us, in that part of Heayen called the Houſe of War, itdenotes rhe more-: 
 rerrible warrs and ſlaughters of great multitudes, but whereas it firſt 'chie+- 
fly ſhewed it ſelf ro-us 1n Camieetn, it is not. unlikely, bur- it. witt®.note 
only run through Aquary, but alſo through Piſces (and Aries; the: Ak; 
clndant of Engiand and: France.) and ſo through a Sign of: eyery. Tripli+.: 
<*ity, and of the nature of eycry Element... It it ſo happen, nc 
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- ſes the Miſeries that are coming amongſt us : For when a Comet appears 21 
ip an Barthy Sign,ir denotes Barrenneſs rhrough drought ; in watery >1gns 
. drenzht,through pndance of Rain; in airy figns it denotes the Peltilence, . - 
Scditions and mighty highWinds; In FierySigns,terribleWarrs andSlaugh- 
ters : and Ttis very likely, that before ir be extinguiſhed , it will at leaſt. 
* runthrough a Sign of every Trigon, becauſe of irs ſwift motion (which I 
judge cannor be leſs than 4 or 5 Degrees in aday) bat ſo faras it hath 
_ already run, it certainly informs us of great Wars, Shughters, the -Cap- 
- tivity or. Death of Nobles and Great Perſons,' and Wiſe, men, and 
great Studenrs, and perſecutions about Religion. (thus chiefly it it began 
1n Sagitary, (as it is very probable it did) and further Scarcity, Robberies, 
the Pcſtileace, and great Mortality, and many Calamities, that are - 4 
proacing to Viſit the Nations: all irs. ſignitications are not as yer fully 
known. Farther, this being'a Comet ot a very ſwift Morion, ' it denotes 
forreign Wars, and-one Nation inyading another : "for when 'a Comet is. 
1mmoveable, ir rather ſignifies Seditions : and wherereas it hath already 
ſhewed it ſelf in the Houſes of War and Dearh, ir the more confirms the a- 
forefaid Judgment, ThatWars and a-grear Slaughter is near and approach- 
ing : It may before it be extinguiſhed, yer appear in ſeveral other Houſes, 
partly becauſe of irs ſwift motion, and partly becauſe it is likely ro con- 
rinue a great while, becauſe of the ſtrong appearance as yet of its Rays 
and Beams by which a conje&ture may be given, that it may appear as 
yer tous the ſpace of two Months, or till the latter end of F:brgary: 
For, as the Ancients have Obſerved. ſome Comets have appeared almoft 
three Months, which they count is the longeſt time any Comer can ap- 
pear. A ſmall Comet, ſay Authors, will be ſoon extinguiſhr, becauſe 
the matrcr whereof it is made, will be ſoon burnt, unleſs it be fed with 
new exhalations, as we know not bur this may. | 

Comets. chicfly ſhew their effe&s ro thoſe parts to which they ſend our 

their Feams cr Rays, and in thoſe Regions where they are ſeen ; but more 
chiefly to thoſe places that are ſubject to the Sign or Signs wherein they 
appear. By the firit Rule, it hath relation to England, and if ic Tranſit 
the Sign Aries, as its likely to do, then jr -adds ro our Miſeries, that it 
may be ſaid, Wo to Enz/and, France, and many other Regions, Cities | 
and places of the Earth, and as it hath already appeared in Capricorn, . 
- the Aſcendant of the Ciry of 0x/074, it may be feared that City will be 

greatly in danger of the Peſtilence, and other Miferies ; and the worſe, - 
becauſe Saturn is now in the oppoſite Sign ; and if Capricorn belongs ro 
Oxfor1, may nor the Planer Mercuty thercin poſited, repreſent the Song 3

Triplicity, by reaſon of its ſwift mb- 
rton '3r denotes the more-varteries- of -evils, for a Comer in a Fiery Sign hath more power to 
cauſe Wars than in another'S1gn., and in an Earthy Sign, moſtpower ro cauſe Barrenneſs and 
Unfrumnfulnels than in another Sign. In ſhort, I fear a beſome of Deſtruction will ſhortly fol» 
low in many Nations, partly by the Peſtitence, and partly by War, if not alſo by a Famine. or
